Large Area in Louisiana Flooded 
When Levee Breaks; Work­ 
ers Give l Tp. 


New Orleans May 14.—(AP)—Mis­ 
sissippi flood waters shifted their at­ 
tack from crtttoh 
lands 
of North­ 
eastern 
i/ouisinna, 
to the “sugar 
bowl” and Evangeline country of the 
south central section of the state last 
night. 
Streaming through two crevasses 
along Bayou des (liaises, 150 miles 
northwest of New Orleans on the op­ 
posite sifle of the river, the waters 
swept into new territory after heating 
down stubborn but 
futile defenses 
reared by hundreds of men. 
The first rampart to crumble on the* 
main Bayou des daises defense gave 
way early yesterday at Moreauville. 
The breach rapidly widened and be­ 
fore noon a stream of water nine feet 
deep and C>00 feet wide was roaring 
down upon five parishes in the Atrha- 
falaya Basin. 
The Moreauville break followed a 
crevasse on Bayou Rouge, an extension 
of the Bayou des (liaises system, yes­ 
terday and ended a fight of more than 
a week to save 
the embankments 
guarding the lowlands.

M. Parker, flood relief dictator at 
Baton Rouge, was informed that there 
had been a second break at Bordelon­ 
ville.

This solution, tried by Rendu, dean 
of the city councillors, 
has 
some 
chance of being adopted as a national 
policy. 
H enri Queuille, minister of 
agriculture, approves the plan. 
Tho dowries, in the private experi­ 
m ent, are provided by insurance poli­ 
cies, taken out for small, farm girls, 
and m aturing for a 10,000 franc en­ 
dowment when the girl is 21, if sho 
rem ains on the farm . 
This dowry, supporters of the Idea 
assert, will enable the girl to choose a 
good husband and rem ain on a farm. 
There are 150,000 farm girls born 
each year and com putations show 126,- 
000 could be endowed a t an annual 
cost of 10,000,000 francs.
